Rus- 
sia is believed to be advising her ally 
to meet Germany half way. 


AT GREAT BRITAIN’S DOOR. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.)} 

ST. PETERSBURG, June 28.—At 
Great Britain's door the Novoe 
Vremya lays much of the responsibil- 
ity for the Franco-German crisis, say- 
ing she is pursuing her traditional 
policy of encouraging a conflict de. 
tween her competitors, in order to 
profit thereby. “Great Britain,” the 
paper adds, pushed France into the 
Morocco adventure, sustaining M. 
Delcasse, the Foreign Minister, in his 
resistance jo Germany's claims. For 
decades, Great Britain's hostility has 
been directed against Russia, at last 
succeeding in having another country 
accomplish a task from which she her- 
self shrank. With Ru no longer 
dangerous for the present, all Great 
Britain’s machinations were set in 
motion against Germany, now her 
chief competitor in Europe.” 

The Novoe Vremya thinks it quite 
conceivable that, in case of a conflict, 
Great Britain would aid France to the 
extent of destroying the German fleet, 
and that then, with both France and 
Germany weakened, her supremacy 
would be assured for another half cen- 
tury. The Novoe Vremya, however, 
believes that with Premier Kouvier in 
of the negotiations with 
France, Great Britain's plans would 
be.defeated and the Moroccan affair 
will be satisfactorily adjusted. 

BERLIN WELL PLEASED. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

BERLIN, June 28.—The calm tone 
the French press has assumed since 
the reception of Chancellor von Bue- 
low’s answer has made an excellent 
impression on the German press, since 
it coincides with the view maintained 
here throughout, that Morocco is not 
important enough to furnish occasion 
for warlike designs on the part of the 
two great powers, which otherwise 
are peaceably disposed. 

GAIN FOR FRANCE.

PARIS, June 28.—It is not likely 
that France will send another note, 
as her position was fully defined in 
the first communication, to which Ger- 
many has fully replied. The tone of 
these notes clearly indicates that the 
final understanding will be on the 
basis of holding a conference. 

It is considered a notable gain for 
France that during the negotiations, 
Germany has been fully advised con- 
cerning the Anglo-French and Anglo- 
Spanish understanding affecting Mor- 
occo and has not directly dissented 
therefrom, though contending they do 
not affect her position. While noi 


| acquiescing in them, she has not open- 


ly brought them in question. This is 
regarded as materially strengthening 
the French position. The German of- 
ficials say an accord has practically 
been completed, as there only remains 
to decide the wording and go through 
the protocolar formalities. 


SILVER SERVICE FOR KANSAS. | 

TOPEKA. June 28.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.| Seth G. Wells, State Auditor, 
informed members of the Executive 
Council this afternoon that he intends 
to refuse to audit warrants for the 
purchase of a silver service for the 
battleship Kansas. Wells says that 
the Legislature made an appropriation 
of $50,000 for the purchase of the sil- 
ver service, it failed to designate by 
whom the money is to be expended. 
He does not believe that the Executive 
Council has authority to make the 
Governor a purchasing agent and will 
refuse to audit warrants for any part 


of the appropriation. 


MEMENTOES OF MERRIMAC. 


Three Pieces of Iron Sheathing and a 
Gun from the Famous ee 
Recovered.

ED FLAG HOISTED 
ON CZAR’S WARSHIP. 


Biggest Battleship in Black Sea 7. hreat- 
ens to Blow Up Odessa. 


Crew of the Kniaz Potemkine Mutiny, Murder and 
Throw Overboard Officers and Make for Port, N hefe 
They Join Hands With Revolutionists—Peasants Con- 
tinue to Plunder Estates and Landlords Flee to Cities.

DESSA, June 28—[By Atlantic Cable.] The red flag of 
revolution is hoisted at the masthead of the Kniaz Potemkine, 


Russia's most powerful battleship in the Black Sea, which now 


lies in the harbor, in the hands of mutineers. 

The captain and most of the officers were . and their 
bodies thrown overboard, into the open sea, and the ship is m- 
pletely in the possession of the crew and a few cannons who ave 
thrown in their lot with the mutineers. 7 

The guns of the Kniaz Potemkine are alent on the city. 
In the streets, masses of workmen who fled before the volleys of 
the troops are now inflamed by the spectacle of open revolt on 
board an imperial warship and 28 are making a bold front 
against the military.

BODY IS BROUGHT ASHORE. 

After a period of vacillation, the Kniaz Potemkine headed 
for Odessa and arrived here last night, accompanied by two tor- 
pedo boats. 

Early today, the body of Omiltchuk was brought ashore in 
one of the battleship’s boats and was landed on the new mole, 
where it has been exposed in semi-state all day. It was visited by 
thousands of persons, many of whom placed coins in a basket at 
the head of the body, toward a fund to defray the cost of a funeral, 
which the sailors purpose to hold tomorrow and which the strikers 
will make the occasion for a great demonstration. | 

An inscription on the breast of the dead sailor states, on be- 
half of the crew, that Omiltchuk died for the truth because he 
presented a just complaint of the crew. 

The authorities have made no attempt to remove the body, 


the sailors having served notice that the ship would open fire on 


anyone seeking to interfere with it. A 
spot was killed by strikers. 

During the day a red flag was hoisted on the Kniaz Potem- 
kine and members of the crew’ rowed from ship to ship in the har- 
bor, forcing the stoppage of all work thereon. Food was supplied 
by sympathizers on shore who pillaged the maritime storehouses. 

STRIKE IS NOW GENERAL. 

The strike is now general in the city and the rioters are 
growing in numbers and boldness. There were exchanges of shots 
all day, but the number of victims cannot be stated.

—President Hadley of Yale an- 
nounced at the alumni dinner, 
“this afternoon, that a gift of 
$1,000,000 had deen recently 
made by John D. Rockefeller. 
President Hadley also said that 
$2,000,000 in all have been given 
to the University within a com- 
paratively recent time, the other 
million being subscribed by 
graduates, in sums varying from 
$50,000 to $250,000. The names 
of the latter donors were not 
made public. 

President Hadley said that the 
only condition of any kind under- 
lying Rockefeller’s gift is that 
the money is to be invested in in- 
come producing securities and 
preserved inviolate as endow- 
ment for the institution, the an- 
nual income only to be used for 
current expenses. 

He added that these two mil- 
lions already subscribed were to 
be considered merely the begin- 
ning of an endowment fund 
which must at least be doubled 
in the next year, if Yale is to 
maintain her position in the 
educatiogal world. The an- 
nouncement of the gifts was re- 
ceived with loud applause.

The President's Address to 
Harvard's Alumni. 
Work for What is Best and 
Most Ennobling. 


Greed and Graft in Business 
Life Condemned.

CAMBRIDGE (Mass.) June %8.—Al- 
though nominally celebrating with his 
Clasemates the twenty-fifth anniver- 
Gary of the class of 80 of Harvard Uni- 
Versity, the President was today the 
honored guest of America’s most an- 
cient seat of learning. No degrees of 
honor were conferred upon him, as he 
Already holds the highest degree ‘he 
‘University is empowered to bestow, 
‘Dut the welcome accorded him by Cam- 
bridge citizens, alumni and college of- 
ficials was most cordial. 

The President entered heartily into 
the spirit of commencement day, and 
piayed a leading part in all the func- 
tions incident to the occasion. 

The number receiving degrees from 
Harvard today aggregated 999, and in- 
cluded seven honorary degrees. 

Following the commencement exer- 
cises, the President made three public 
@ddresses, one at the Harvard Union, 
& second, and the principal one of his 
four, at the annual alumni dinner in 
Memorial Hall, and a third from the 
stepe of Memorial Hall to the members 
of the alumni who could not gain ad- 
Mittance to the Memorial Hall exer- 
cises. The speech in Memorial Halli, 
Which was a genera! discussion of the 
“Mission of the college, evoked the 
greatest enthusiasm. 

Besides the more pretentious events 
today, the President's programme in- 
cluded a brief visi: to the Germanic 
Museum, where he sent a cablegram 
to the German Emperor..thanking him 
for his gifts to Harvard, luncheon at 
the Porcelain Club and at the 
Marshal's headquarters in University 
Aal, tea at the residence of President 
Albert Bushnell Hurt, and a dinner a: 
the Somerset Club. 

During the early evening, the Presi-

“A great university like this has two 
especial functions. The first is to pro- 
duce a small number of scholars of 
the highest rank, a small number of 
men who. in science and literature, or 
in art, will a, productive work of the 
first class. The second is to send out 
into the world a very large number 
of men Who never could achieve, and 
Who ought not to try to hte ve, such 
& position in the field of scholarship, 
but Whose energies are to be felt in 
every other form of activity; and who 
should go out from our doors with the 
balanced development of body, of mind, 
and above all, of character, which 
shall fit them to do work both honor- 
able and efficient. 

“Much of the effort to accomplish 
the first function, that of developing 
men capable ot productive scholarship, 
as distinguished from merely imita- 
tive, annotative, or pedagogic schol- 
arship, must come through the gradu- 
ate school. The law school and medi- 
cal school do admirable work in fit- 
ting men for special professions, but 
they in no shape or way supply anv 
shortcomings in the graduate school 
any more than does the college proper, 
the college of the undergraduates. The 
ideal for the graduate schoo! and for 
those undergraduatets who are to go 
into it must be the ideal of high schol- 
arly production, which is to be dis- 
tinguished in the sharpest fashion from 
the mere transmittal of ready-made 
knowledge without adding to it. 

“If America 1 to contribute its full 
share, to the progress not alone of 
knowledge, but of wisdom, then we 


must put ever-increasing emphasis on 


university work done along the lines 
of the graduate school. We can best 
help the gfowth of American scholar- 
ship by seeing that as a career it 16 
put more on a level with the other 
careers open to our young men. The 
general opinion of the community is 
bound to have a very great effect, even 
upon its most vigorous and independ- 
ent minds. 

“SCHOLAR” OR “PAWNBROKER.” 

“If, in the public, mind, the career 
of the scholar is regarded as of in- 
significant value whien compared with 
that of a glorified pawnbroker, and 
some of the most conspicuous of our 
financial magnates come fairly within 
the latter category, then it will with 
difficulty be made attractive to the 
most vigorous and gifted of our Amer- 
ican young men. Good teachers, ex- 
cellent institutions, and libraries are 
all demanded in a graduate school 
worthy of the name. 

“But there is an even more urgent 
demand for the right sort of student. 
No first-class science, no first-class lit- 

erature or art, can ever be built up 
with second-class men. The ‘sbolarly 
career, the career of the man of let- 
ters, the man of arts, the man of 
science, must be made such as to at- 
tract those strong and virile youths 
who now feel that they can only turn 
to business, law, or politics. There 
is no one thing whkh will bring about 
this desired change, but there is one 
thing which will materially help in 
bringing it about, and that is to se- 
eure to scholars the chance of get- 
ting one of a few brilliant positions as 
prises if they rise to the first rank 
in their chosen career. 
_ “Every such brilliant position should 
have as an accompatiment an added 
Salary, which shall help indicate how 
high the position really is: and it must 
be the efforts of the alumni which: 
can alone secure such salaries for such 
positions. 


NATION WAKING UP. 


“As a people, I think we ere wak- 
ing up to the fact that there must be 
better pay for the average man and 
average woman, engaged in the work 
of education. But I am not speaking 
of this now; l am not speak of the 
desirability, great though that is. of 
giving better payment to the average 
educator, I am speaking of the de- 
Sirability of giving to the exceptional | 
man the chance of winning an excep- | 
tional prize, just as he has the chance 
to do in law and business. In busi- 
ness, at the present day, nothing could 
be more healthy, than an immense re- 
duction in the money value of the ex- 
ceptional prises thus to be won: but 
in scholarship, what is needed is the 
reverse. In this country, we rightly 
go upon the theory that it is more 
important to care for the welfare of 
the average man than to put a pre- 
mium upon the exertions of the ex- 
ceptional, But we must not forget 
that the establishment of such a pre- 
mium for the exceptional, though of 
less importance, is nevertheless of very . 
great importance. It is important even 
to the development of the average man, 
for the average of al of us is raised 
by the work of the great masters.” 

The President said the American 
scientist and the American 
should have the chance at least of 
winning such prizes as are open io 
his successful brother in Germany, 
England, or France, where the rewards 
paid for first-class scholarly achieve- 


scholar, | 


ment are as much 3 those paid 
in this country as our rewards for 
first-class achievement in maustry or 
law are above those paid abroad. 
“GREED” AND “CRAFT.” 

“Take such a question as the enforce- 
ment of the law. It is, of course, 
elementary to say that this is the first 
requisite of any civilization at all. But 
a great many people in the ranks of 
life from which most college men are 
drawn seem to forget that they should 
condemn with equal severity those men 
who break the law: by committing 
crimes of mob violence, and those who 
evade the law, or who actually break 
it, but 80 cunningly that they cannot 
‘be discovered, the ¢rimes they commit 
being not those of physical outrage, 
but ‘those of greed and craft on the 
largest scale. 

“The very rich man who conducts 
his business as if he believed that he 
were a law unto himself, thereby im- 
mensely increases the difficulty of the 
task of upholding order when the dis- 
order is a menace to men of property; 
for if the community feels that rich 
men disregard the law where it affects 
themselves, then the community is apt 
to assume the dangerous and unwhole- 
some attitude of condoning crimes of 
violence committed against the inter- 
ests which in the popular mind these 
rich men represent. This last attituae 
‘is wholly evil; but so is the attitude 
which produces it, 

“We have a right to appeal to the 
alumni of Harvard, and to the alumni 
j of every institution of learning in this 
land, to do their part in creating a 
public sentiment which shall demand 
of all men of means, and especially of 
the men of vast fortune, that they set 
an example to their less fortunate 
brethren, by paying scrupulous heed 
not only to the letter, but to the spirit 
of the laws, and by acknowledging in 
the heartiest fashion the moral obliga- 
tions which cannot be expressed in law, 
but which stand back of and above all 
laws. 

“It is far more important that they 
should conduct their businés affairs 
decently than that they should spend 
the surplus of their fortunes in philan- 
thropy. Much has been given to these 
men, and we have a right to demand 
much of them in return. Every man 
of great wealth who runs his business 
with cynical contempt for those pro- 
hibitions of the law which by hired 
cunning he can escape or evade, is a 
menace to our community, and the 
community is not to be excused if it 
does not develop a spirit which actively 
frowns on and discountenances him.” 

In closing, the President said: 

“The men who go out from Harvard 
into the great world of American life 
bear a heavy burden of responsibility. 
The only way they can show their 
ratitude to their alma mater is by 
oing their full duty to the nation as 
a whole, und they can do this full duty 
only if they ‘combine the high resolve 
to work for what is best and most en- 
nobling with the no less resolute pur- 
pose to do their work in such fashion 
that when the end of their days come 
they shall feei that they have aciually 
achieved results and not merely talked 
of ac hieving them.”

“A large part of our modern pros- 
perity,” he said, “Is to a _ perilously 
large extent bottomed upon an over- 
production of fraud and sham. The 
crisis is acute. A feeling of distrust 
is growing throughout the country. 
Many branches of financial business 
have been in one way or another taken 
possession of by the unscrupulous for 
the purpose of deceiving the unwary. 
the 
mediums of the’ flotation of specious 
and fraudulent promotions. 

“Some companies in the field of 
life insurance, the highest and 
in a sense, sacred form of 
investment are, as we all know, 
now, conducted through which 
the savings of policy-holiders are de- 
verted into the operations of specula- 
tive purposes. 

“Credit and good faith, not money, 
are the basis of business. Good or bad, 
our modern prosperity is founded on 
public confidence. Take that away, and 
the whole fabric tall 4 

“The fact is that the unprecedented 
material growth of: the country, tle 
resulting creation of immense private 
fortunes, the massing of great aggre- 
gations of corporate capita!, industrial 
commissions. and railroai inergerr, all 
have tended to concentrais the atten- 
ilon of the people upon great financial 
achieveinenis and to estabiish in the 
highest place in the popular estimation 
the captains of industry and the pow- 
erful financiers, little regard being paid, 
in making up the judgment, to financial 
virtues of private individual life.

NEW RULES _ 
FOR THE NAVY. 


Important Changes are Made 
in Several Respects. 

General Board is Given Prom- 

inent Place. 


Conspiracy Cases Dropped. 
Gen. Wood's Holiday. 


[BY THE ‘ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—Important 
Changes which have been made in the 
Maval regulations by the Bureau of 
Navigation with the approval of the 
President and Secretary of the Navy 
Were made public at the Navy Depart- 
ment today. In the revised regula- 
tions, the General Board of the Navy 
is given a prominent place by the in- 
corporation in the first chapter of a 
Paragraph giving the composition of 
the board and a section defining its 
@uties. The board is to have a mem- 
bership of seven, as at present, with 
the admiral of the navy as its head. 

The duties of the board, as given, are 
to devise measures and plans for the 
effective preparation -and maintenance 
of the fleet for war; to advise the Sec- 
retary of the Navy as to its disposi- 
tion and distribution, and of the rein- 
forcement of ships, officers and men 
of the Navy and Marine Corps, to pre- 
Pare and submit to the Secretary plans 
of campaign, including codéperation 


with the army, and the employment 


of all elements of naval defense, such 
Plans to be constantly. revised in ac- 
cordance with the latest information 
received. It is to consider the number 
and types of ships proper to constitute 
the fleet, the number of officers and 
men required to man them and to ad- 
Vise the Secretary as to estimates 
therefor, to be submitted to Congress 
as well as to the location, capacity 
and protection of coal depots, naval 
Stations, reserves of ordnance or am- 
munition and supply depots. It is ae 
required to cotrdinate the work 0 
the Naval War College, Office of Naval 
Intelligence and Board of Inspection 
and Survey, and to report on naval op- 
erations, maneuvers, tactics, organiza- 
tion, training and such other subjects 
as the Secretary may bring before it. 
The wearing of swords aboard ship 
on ordinary occasions has been prac- 
tically abolished by the new wording 

the regulations respecting their 
use, a woven service revolver belt and 
revolver taking the place of the sword. 
it is explained by the department that 


5 word is an unhandy weapon under 


modern conditions on board ship, or in 
Boats and that it serves no useful 
Purpose on occasions other than those 
of ceremony. The sword will be worn, 
Jhowever, at ceremenies and by in- 
fantry and artillery departments on 

ore. 

The regulations governing visitors 
going aboard vessels under construc- 
tion have been revised so as to give 
such permission only to those known to 
the senior officer present as American 
citizens of good standing and repute. 
Visitors representing foreign govern- 
ments or known to be other than Amer- 
ican citizens, it is provided, shall not 
‘De permitted to go aboard such vessels 
except by permisesion of the Navy De- 
partment, and then shall be accompa- 
nied by a naval officer on duty at the 
navy yard or works where the vesse! 


is building. 


The ships to which captains may be 
ordered in command are limited to bat- 
tleships and armored cruisers, while, 
commanders have had their duties 
afloat extended to the command of pro- 
tected cruisers of the first rate, and 
Meutenants are made eligible for the 
gine of destroyers or torpedo fiotil- 


Articles defining the rank and titles 
@f officers of the line and staff of the 
navy have undergone revision and in 
& memorandum issued at the Navy De- 
partment noting the changes which 
have been made in the regulations this 
explanation is made: 

p to the year 1909, there was little 
Or no trouble about titles of line and 
Staff officers, but during the past four 
Or five years much friction has been 
created by officers using titles which 
Go not pertain to them or to their du- 
ties in the navy. The amended regu- 
lations regarding tities are based upon 
Statute laws. as interpreted by Attor- 
neys-General.” 

New provisions made in this connec- 
tion require that “except when other- 
Wise provided by ltaw or regulation, 
every commissioned of the navy. 
when designated by titie, shall be given 
the title borne on the face of his com- 
Mission that indicates his office.” and 
that all officers of the navy shall be 
Badressed officially by the titles pre- 
Scribed in the regulations. The article 
Rives the rank and.titles of chiefs of 
bureaus, which have been recast; pro- 
vides that an officer below-the rank of 
Tear-admiral, filling the office of chier 
of a bureau, shall, while holding such 
Office, have the rank, except as other- 
‘wise provided by law or regulation, and 
title of rear-admiral. it then pre- 
Scribes that the chiefs ot the Rureaue 
of Medicine and Surgery. Supplies and 
Accounts, Steam Engineering and Con- 
#truction and Repair, while holding 


there offices shall have respectively the 


Mies of surgeon-general, paymaster- 
Weneral, engineer-in-chief and chief 
‘constructor. A staff officer serving as 
iert of the Bureau of Docks and 
Yards to retain hie title in the corps 
to which he belongs. the judge advo- 
eate-generail to have the rank and title 
of captain in the navy or colonel in 
the Marine Corps. Officers retiring 
while serving as chiefs of bureaus or 
me judge advocate-general retain the 
rank and tities held while serving.

This is a 
congress composed of distinguished ec- 
clesiastic musiciang from various coun- 
tries, for the discussion of the music of 
the church, and to arrange for such 
changes as they may deem advisable 
to carry forward the. desires of the 
Holy Father in his attempt to reform 
church music. 

Following the congress at Straas- 
burg will be a session at Rome, where 
the great musical Hbraries of the Vati- 
can will be at the disposal of the mem- 
bers of the congress, and where the 
decisions of these musicians will be 
arrived at and presented to the highest 
authorities. 

Father Fuhr, if he finds himself able 
to leave the pressing duties of his work 
here, will be one of five American 
priests to participate in this interna- 
tional assemblage, He is in the midst 
of the cares of erecting a large Fran- 
ciscan school, adjoining St. Joseph's 
monastery-and church, and it is possi- 
ble he will be unable to make the 
journey. However, if he goes to Strass- 
burg, he will also go on to Rome, and 
give his time to the work of the con- 
gress at the Vatican. 

He is a musician of ability, and many 
of his compositions are in use in church 
services. While the unofficial knowl- 
edge of the invitation extended to 
Father Raphael has been known for 
some time, the official invitation has 
only recently arrived.

TIRRING developments have fol- 
lowed the sensational raid of last 
Saturday night on’a gambling 
joint at San Pedro, when Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Fleming. Constable De 
La Monte and other Los Angeles offi- 
cers swooped down upon a stiff game, 
arrested fivé principals, and took the 
names of about seventy participants. 

San Pedro has risen, apparently en 
masse, and has demanded that there 
be prompt punishment of those who 
had part in the operation of the gam- 
bling den and a shake-up of any offi- 
cers who may have been gullty in per- 
mitting the game to run. Also that 
there be a general cleaning out and 
regulation of objectionable resorta. 

City Marshal Baker, who pleaded 
that he did not know the game was 
running, has been hauled hither and 
yon by the District Attorney, by the 
grand jury, by the San Pedro Trus- 
tees and by residents of the busy sea- 
port town.

Tuesday and that same evening was 
hauled up on the carpet by the Board 
of Trustees, a number of whom raked 
him fore and aft with a bombardment

“Gambling and drunkenness exist 
here,” declared President Weir of the 
Board of Trustees.

“I am glad this raid was made as it 
was. Baker has been told of the re- 
ports as to the existence of gambling 
and has been instructed to watch for 
it. His eyesight certainly has been 
very poor. 

“The people of San Pedro demand 
that order prevail and that no law- 
breaking be permitted. 

“Tf it can be shown that the Mar- 
shal has failed to do his duty, he 
should be impeached. It certainly 
seems that he has not been vigilant as 
he might have been.” 

BOYS KNOW OF GAMBLING. 


“Gambling is going on at the pres- 
ent time,” said Trustee J. T. Martin. 
“Everybody but the City Marshal 
knows it. He simply refuses to do his 
duty. Why. even Ss twelve and 
thirteen years old knew of that rou- 
lette wheel, and people have come to 
us and complained of it. But Baker 
does not know of it. He should be 
waked up.” 

“Drunkenness on Sunday, and gam- 
bling must stop,” declared Trustee 
George H. Peck, who is president of 
the Bank of San Pedro, and owner of 
a large business block in which Luke 
Kelly, said to be leader of the liquor 
forces and an all-round “good fellow,” 
conducts a saloon. 

“Several women have complained to 
me that on last Sunday the streets 
near the Pacific Electric depot were 
full of men, some drunk, and that they 
dreaded to have to go in that part of 
the city. We should either close the 
saloons on Sunday or have the car 
company change the depot.”

OTECT THE PARK. 
The Board of Police Commission- 
ers have taken wise action in ordering 
that a policeman be placed in Central 
Park for the purpose of preserving 


‘order. A policeman is needed in the 


park nearly every day of the year, in 
order that the park may be properly 
used for the purposes for which it was 
intended—a recreation place for the 
use of the public, of all classes, men 
women and children. Under the condi- 
tions which have existed in the park 
for many months past, that pleasant 
little breathing-spot has practically 
been monopolized by one class—idle 
men, with decided tendencies toward 
an inferior quality of oratory, and with 
a seemingly irrepressible desire to air 
their views on all occasions. 

This park, like all the other parks 
of the city, ie intended for the free 
use of the public. No one class of per- 
sons has a right to monopolize it to 
the exclusion of any other clase. It 
was not intended, nor can it be legiti- 
mately used, as a gathering place for 
the public discussion of all sorts of 
isms, political, religious, or otherwise. 
This particular spot, with its trees 
and grass and flowers, is dedicated to 
rest and recreation, not to strenuous 
discussions and wordy warfare. Such 
discussions and such warfare, if con- 
ducted within the confines of this’ 
playground, constitute a breach of the 
peace, beyond all reasonable doubt: 
a breach of the peace which all visitors 
to the park have an undoubted right 
to find within its supposedly quiet 
precincts. If the peace of the park be 
thus broken (although no actual vio- 
lence be committed), it is clearly the 
duty of the peace officers to interfere, 


in the interest of good order, justice, 


and the greatest good to the greatest 
num ber. 

For a long time, women and chil- 
dren hate been practically barred from 
the privileges of Central Park. The 
casual passer-by, on any pleasant after- 
noon, has been able to observe as the 
most conspicuous feature of the land- 
scape, a large atsortment of indolent 
men perched on the seats about the 
park, afid generally occupying most of 
the available space. No close observer 
can have failed to notice the absence 
of women and children, whom we ex- 
pect to find in the majority among the 
visitors to public breathing places. 
So long as this beautiful little park is 
monopolized by loafers and cranks, it 
will be conspicuous by the absence of 
women and children. Perhaps the 
stationing of a policeman in the park, 
with power to maintain order, will 
put a stop to the abuses which have 
obtained in the past. The plan will 
be voted an unqualified success if it 
shall result in making the park what 
it was intended to be, a quiet breath- 
ing place for the public in general. 


HE COMING SOLAR ECLIPSE. 

The total eclipse of the sun 
which will take place August 30 and 
for which great preparations are being 
made by, various eclipse expeditions, 
will be the most important astronom- 
ical event of the present year. On 
that occasion the moon will pass over 
the sun s disc, completely hiding it 
from view wherever the moon's 
shadow falls upon the earth. The 
diameter of the shadow will be ap- 
proximately 120 miles, and it will 
traverse a path of that width from a 
point in Canada southwest of Hudson's 
Bay, where the shadow strikes the 
earth at sunrise, easterly across Lab- 
rador, thence southeasterly across the 
Atiantic Ocean to the northwest cor- 
ner of Spain near Cape Ovieto, which 
it will reach about noon, then crossing 
Spain and the Mediterranean Sea, it 
will traverse the States of Algeria, 
Tunis, Tripoli, and Egypt in North- 
ern Africa, finally ending at sunset in 
Southern Arabia. | | 
At al! points in a wide belt north 
and south of thie line of totality the 
eclipse will be partial. Owing to the 
duration of totality—nearly four min- 
utes—and also to the fact that it trav- 
erses accessible regions of America 
and Europe, it becomes the most im- 


portant solar eclipse of the present 


— 


generation. That of 1997 will be visi- 
ble only in Central and’Hastern Asia; 


that of 1908 in the Pacific Ocean; 1909 | 


in Greenland, and 1910 in Australasia. 
Among the many expeditions: which 


|| are to be sent out by observatories in 


Europe and America, our Lick Observ- 
atory takes the lead. It will fit out 
three expeditions, the expenses of 
which will be provided for by the 
generosity of W. H. Crocker. Astron- 
omer H. D. Curtis, assisted by Prof. 
Joel Stebbins, will have charge of the 
Labrador expedition, and they will 
sail from New York with their equip- 
ment July 8, reaching their destina- 
tion about July 23. 

The Spanish expedition will be con- 
ducted by Director W. W. Campbell, 
assisted by Astronomer C. D. Perrine 
and Prof. T. KR. McKinney of the Chi- 
cago University. They will sail from 
New York July 6, and establish their 
observing station in the Almazon re- 
gion of Northeastern: Spain. The ex- 


pedition to Egypt will be in charge of 


Astronomer W. J. Hussey, assisted by 
Director R. H. West of the observatory 
at Beirut, Syria. It will sail from New 
York July 15 and reach its destination 
at Assuan, Egypt, about August 8. 
Other stations along the path of to- 
tality in Spain and Northern Africa 
will be established by representatives 
of the various European observatories. 


| Many non-professional persons will 


accompany these expeditions, as a 
most novel experience will be afforded 
the travelers. Not for a generation 


will there be another opportunity so | 


favorable for viewing the impressive 
spectacie of a total solar eclipse. 

The scientific ends to be attained by 
a study of this phenomenon are, first, 
to observe the corona, a pearly light 
extending beyond the dark body of the 
moon, end determine its spectrum; 
second, to examine the so-called prom- 
inences consisting of red hydrogen 
flames; third, to discover intra-Mer- 
curial planets, if any exist large 
enough io be detected by telescopes of 
moderate power; and fourth, to search 
for comets in the close neighborhood 
of the sun. The results of the various 
expeditions will be awaited with in- 
tense interest by the scientific world. 


NIONISM VS. PATRIOTISM. 

“A peculiar’ phase of unionism has 
manifested iteelf here,” says an As- 
sociated Press dispatch from Aber- 
deen (State of Washington,) “in the 
refusal of the Trades Council, repre- 
senting practically all the unions of 
the city, to take part in the parade on 
the Fourth of July if the militia 
marches in line.” The reason for this 
action, as given in a statement made 
by the Trades Council, is that “when 
there is trouble between employer and 
employé, the first action of the em- 
ployer is to call out the militia, and 
out they come; and, being sworn to 
obedience, bloodshed and wholesale 
murder follow.” 

Even if these statements of the 
Trades Council were true (and they 
are false,) there would be no justifica- 
tion for the unions’ refusal to partici- 
pate in a Fourth of July celebration. 
By this action the trades unionists of 
Aberdeen advertise the fact that they 
esteem their more highly than 
they esteem their country, and that 
unionism, in their opinion, is higher 
than patriotism. In fact, they betray 
an unpatriotic spirit which is un- 


‘worthy of American citizenship. 


It must be that the unionists of 
Aberdeen are mostly unnaturalized 
foreigners; for true Americans could 
not take action so disgraceful and un- 
patriotic. It is well known that union- 
ists entertain an unreasonable preju- 
dice against the militia and the regu- 
lar soldiers of the republic, but it is 
not often that this unjustifiable hat 
is so openly manifested. 


The allegation that “when there is| 


trouble between the employer and 


employé, the first action of the 
employer is to -call out the 
militia,” is so Obviously “false 


that contradiction seems needlezs. No 
one save the Governor of a State or 


the President of the United States 
(the latter under exceptional cipcum- 
stances) has power to call out the 


militia. As for employers’ doing go, it 
is impossible. They may demand 
(what they have a right to receive) 
protection for life and property 
menaced by mob violence. But when 
the militia is called out there fs al- 
ways good reason for it. It is always 
because military power is needed to 
prevent violence and possible biood- 
shed. 

The use of militia to quell disturb- 


ances which have got beyond the con- 


trol of the civil authorities is in the 
interests of peace, in the interests of 
law enforcement, in the interests of 
justice, in the interests of the com- 
mon good. 


No peaceful, law-abiding man or 


woman need fear the presence of the 


militia. Military power is not used 
to menace or to injure peaceful citi- 
zens in the United States. It is a 
guaranty of peace, a bulwark of jus- 
tice. 

In confessing that they fear the 
militia, and in antagonizing it when- 
ever and wherever possible, trades 
unionists also confess, tacitly, that 
they are law-vidlators in intent, if not 
always in fact. Of course, they are 
often so in fact, and as stich they are 
brought into direct antagonism with 
all the forces, whether civil or mili- 
tary, that make for law and order.

Fruit men are busy preparing for 
the harvesting and drying of the apri- 
cot crop, which. is beginnt te ripen 
and which it is expected will be ready 
for picking and cutting in e first 
week in July. The apricot op of 
this section, which as a genes)! thing 
is one of the best and most certain, 
is. this season a decided problem. Or- 
chards in some sections are breaking 
down the limbs of the trees with 
weight of fruit, while other orchards 
almost adjoining are as barren of fruit 
as though they had never known an 
apricot. This is the case on the Lit- 
tle -Simi, where good crops have been 
uniform. Now trees on the hilside 
Will bear nothing, while lowland or- 
chards in sight of the former wil be 
heavily laden. 

In the Santa Clara Valley generaliy 
there will be grown few ‘cots, while 
in some of the cafions opening into 
the valléy there will be an abundance. 
In the eeler Cafion orchards the 
trees have to be propped to keep the 
weight of fruit from breaking them 
down. In the Ventura avenue sec- 
tion, and in Sleepy Hollow, adjoining, 
a good apricot crop has always been 
produced, and this year there will be 
no exception to the rule, but 
even in these favored spots the 
orchards are spotted as to producing 
qualities. Nor is the fruit all of uni- 
form size and up to the average gen- 
erally. Experts are figuring on no 
more than half a crop.

better in the county, and because of 
the general cleaning up of last year’s 
et , good prices are expected. The 
foggy weather of the last few weeks 
has caused the bean vines to take 
on a fine growth and they look strong 
ani thrifty.

GAS FRANCHISE TANGLE. 
MONROVIA, June 28.—Any gas com- 
pany can ignore the provisions of the 


new franchise law, says Walter H. 


Haas, Monrovia's city attorney. The 
Monrovia Gas Company is doing 0 
and, with a member of the Board of 
City Trustees as its stockholder, is pro- 
ceeding to line the streets of Monrovia 
with mains which one of the promotors 
has stated is to convey fuel gas. 
Mr. Haas, acting as City Attorney, is 
also counsel for the gas company. The 
law was brought to his attention by 
Trustee J: B. Holloway, a week ago. 


It is the one approved March 22, 1905, 


and in the schedule of franchise and 
privileges which must be sold to the 
highest bidder, it enumerates that of 
laying “gas pipe for the purposes of 
conveying gas for heat and power.” 
The Monrovia Gas Company has been 
— § pipes for somthing over a 
mont Excuded from asking for a 
franchise by the fact that C. F. Moore 
is trustee of the city, it proceeded to 
lay pipe under a decision that any indi- 
viduai or company has the constitu- 
tional right to do so. This, Trustee 
Holloway holds, applies solely to light- 
ing gas. 

At Monday 1 meeting ot the 
Board of City Trustees H. Kirshen- 
schlager, one of the stockholders of the 
Monrovia Gas Company, applied for 
a franchise for laying pipe for heat 
and power gas. : 

“It is no use beating the devil around 
the stump this way,” Holloway de- 
clared. “Every member of this board 
knows this franchise is for the use of 
the Monrovia Gas Company. They 
know that a member of that board sits 
here as trustee of the city, and that It 
is against the law for him to continue 
a member of the board if he is either 
directly or indirectly interested in it.” 

“This is not the crucial time,“ the 
City Attorney said. “When the fran- 
chise is awarded I should advise Trus- 
tee Moore to resign if he is then a 
member of ~~ gas company receiving 
the franchise.” 

A resolution calling for an advertise 
ment for bide had been prepared and 
was introduced and carried, Trustee 
Moore declining to vote upon it. Haas 
stated that he had advised Moore that 
it Was not necessary to obtain a fran- 


Before the bids for franchises are re- 
ceived a month hence when the adver- 
tisement shall have been completed, the 
Monrovia Gas Company's pipes will

SAVING INFANT LIFE. 

Baby incubators have always struck 
me as being sadly out of place in a 
promiscuous gathering of shows, but 
at the same time they demonstrate to 
the multitude how the lives of help- 
less, prematurely born infants may be 
saved, and so no doubt perform a use- 
ful function. Here the incubators are 
under the strict supervision of medi- 
cal men and trained nurses, and the 
visitor may inspect all the latest appli- 
ances for the scientific care of babies, 
and may learn about their successful | 
nutrition in circumstances that might 
well seem hopeless. 

“BARKING” AS A FINE ART. 

The student of human nature may 
derive much amusement from the Trail 
without entering any of the shows, but 
simply by listening to the barkers“ or 
Spielers in front of the several places 
of entertainment. There are various 
species of the genus barker,“ rang- 
ing from the rotund, ruabicund and

The second special feature in the Jap- 
anese theater is the series of moving 
pictures from the war.

RARE BIRDS AND FINE HORSES. 
Just outside the confines of the Trail 
proper is Homer Davenport's farm. 
Homer Davenport, the famous car- 
tonist, whose work is regularly syndi- 
cated throughout the Unite Les, is 
an Oregonian by birth. In his eastern 
home he makes it his foiblé tö Collect 
all sorts of rare birds, particularly 
pheasants, but also ducks, geese and 
other water fowl. These are gathered 
together on his 300-acre farm, Morris 
Plain, N. J., from every corner of the 
globe and regardless of expense. As an 
incidental pastime, Davenport also de- 
votes himself to thoroughbred Arab 
steeds. These treasures of his farm 
he has now brought over to the State 
of his birth, so that old friends may 
share in his enthusiasm for beautiful 
birds and horses. The collection of the 


former, made by ten years of study and 
patience, proves to be quite unique 
in the line of pheasants no zodlogical 
garden in the world can approach 
As one moves from pen to pen, the 
wonder grows that there can be & 
many varieties of those gloriously plu- 
maged birds. They come from hina, 
Japan, Formosa, Siam, Burmah, India, 
Central Asia, and other far lands. Some 
of these pheasants are the only livi 
specimens in America, and Davenpor” 
has succeded in breding them in c- 
tivity, while all other collectors have 
failed. Perhaps the most beautiful of 
all species is the Himalayan Monaul, 
the shimmering sheen of whose plu- 
mage is simply indescribable. It is of 
this noble bird that Kipling wrote: “He 
will start at a great height and fly om. 
over a precipice, closing his wings will 
drop like a ball of burnished gold fer 
hundreds of feet, then opening power- 
ful wings will sall for a mile.” 

In addition to the pheasants there 
are other rare and beautiful birds— 
Jungle fowl, guinea fowl, peafow!l, 
crowned pigeons, all remarkable for 
their superb plumage. Then alrust 
equally striking are some of the ducks, 
geese, cranes, and other aquatic birds. 
To be noted, too, are some old English 
game fowl, a present from the royal 
farms of England. 

The Arab horses number five. Three 
are thoroughbred stallions imported 
from Turkey or Arabia. One of them, 
Abeyan, a white horse, is 25 years old, 
yet is still valued at $8000. Of the 
remaining two, one is an imported 
thoroughbred mare, the other a pure 
Arabian stallion, bred in America and 
now 4 years old. These horses all have 
pedigrees that live in the tales of Ara- 
bian adventure and romance. To be 
mentioned, also, is a flock of Angora 
goats, the choicest of their kind in the 
United States. Those who delight in 
high-bred stock will certainly linger 
long in the Homer Davenport Farm. 


RELICS OF BOBBIE BURN S. 
To another class of visitors the 
Robert Burns Cottage close by will 
make a similarly irresistible appeal.

One genuine Burns's relic is 
a low chair, the favorite seat of the 
poet as a child, the property of William 
Struthers of New York, a native of 
Ayr. In cabinets are literary relics of 
Burns, and manus ripts, while 
on the walls are replicas of poems writ- 
ten by him and WNientified with his 
name, including Robert G. Ingersoll’s 
famous tribute to Burns, penned at Ayr 
in the year * ani beginning with 
the lines: 
“Though Scotland boasts a thousand 
names 
Of patriot, king and peer, 
The noblest, grandest of them all 
Was loved and cradled here.” 
In constant attendance at the cottage 
is a stalwart Highland piper, in his 
“kilts and all his braws,” so that the 
fir-clad slopes across the park hear now 
the stirring slogan, now the plaintive 
pibroch wail, of the Scottish national 
music. The work of installing this cot- 
tage has been performed by the Burns 
Club of Portland. There are many fer- 
vent Scots in the city—it is slyly said 
they happen to be here because in the 
early days of settlement in Oregon they 
had simply traveled across the conti- 
nent “the furthest distance they could 
t for the money.”
